Leaders Obtain 
Ammunition And 
Arms. Are Gassed 


One Victim Thrown Out of Cell With Eye

a desperate group of long-term convicts in the Auburn state prison 
mutinied today and spread death and terror throughout the prison, 
shooting down the principal keeper and seizing the warden and seven

« Within four hours, Warden Edgar SS) Jennings and all seven quards 
had been snatched to safety by state troopers operating behind a 
barrage of tear gas, three convicts, thecluding the spokeman for the 
mutineers had been slain, while the remaining members of the little 
group of desperadoes remained barricaded in the back hall of the 
prison, surrounded by hundreds of state troopers, National guardsmen 
and city police, 

The known dead were Principal Keeper George A. Durnfold, stain 
at the outbreak of the mutiny and Henry Sullivan, convicted in Erie 
county of robbery, first degree, and serving an original sentence of 20 
to 21 years, later lengthened after he had escaped from Auburn prison 
early this year, Two slain convicts remained unidentified,

STRENGTHEN THE FORCE 


Saturday night’s attempted hold-up 
and the ensuing proceedings lend point 
to the request of chief Shute for more 
men on the police force. The winter is 
young yet, and unless the _ incipient 
epidemic of crime of which this is the 
latest development is promptly checked, 
conditions are certain to grow worse. On 
the principle that prevention is cheaper 
than cure, council would be justified in 
adding twenty five men to the force for 
the winter season, instead of the five 
asked for as a minimum, 


CO-OPERATION CALLED FOR 


Representatives of the cities of the 
province are to confer on Friday with rep- 
resentatives of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, as to the numbers of men in the 
various centres who are without employ- 
ment, and as to measures which may be 
taken to supplement the work offering 
during the winter in the usual way. The 
conference is timely, is in fact belated. It 
has been apparent ever since the crop 
situation developed that the coming of 
winter would find probably more than the 
usual number of men unable to get along 
in the slack season without some measure 
of help. 

It is encouraging that the matter is to 
be dealt with frankly, in a business-like 
manner, and as a provincial rather than 
merely a local problem. That way lies the 
opportunity to deal with it effectively. If 
provincial and municipal authorities will 
co-operate to carry through during the 
winter all projects which can be handled 
at this season without unreasonable cost, 
the amount of additional employment 
thus provided will go far to meet the 
needs of the case, That, it is to be as- 
sumed, is the object of calling the repre- 
sentatives of the Government and the 
cities into conference.

A FURTHER STUDY OF DEAFNESS—(Second Article of Series) 
The acuteness of hearing is generally stronger in youth. A child will 
hear a pin drop when an older person will miss the sound. Too much cof- 
fee, tea, quinine or alcohol is thought to lessen the acuteness of hearing. 

The reason we do not hear when we are swallowing or yawning {s that 
the eustachian tube which comes from the mouth to the 
middle ear is temporarily blocked during the yawn or 
the swallow. Because of this tube, we have the rule 
to open the mouth when blowing the nose hard, as 
blowing the nose against the mouth closed may alter 
the pressure of the Eustachian tube and cause a tem- 
porary deafness. 

Very loud or grating noises are hazards to hearing. 
Soldiers and sailors exposed to the noise of artillery 
manoeuvres, may be affected frequently, or those who 
work in boiler factories, or steel riveters of buildings 
who often find that the sense of hearing is lessened as 
the days go by. When there is a sudden noise such |

as a shot or dynamite going off close to the ear the ear-drum may be punc- 
tured, especially if the mouth ts closed at the time of the explosion. When 
the noise is not so violent but more continuous, so that the sense of he aring | 
becomes fatigued, that kind of deafness may result known as the “boiler- 


deafness.” . 

The symptoms of approaching 
deafness are, first, a gradual loss of 
the ability to hear fine sounds; sec- 
ond, ringing in the ears; third, dizzi- 
ness Contrary to popular opinion,} 
swimming does not harm the ear by 
letting water into it if the eardrum 1s 
still whole, If the drum is ruptured 
there is some danger, as water may 
enter the middle ear and cause in- 
fection 

In taking care of your ears, the 
old-fashioned rule is a good one-—-to 
never stick anything into the air 
smaller than the clbow. Many peo- 
ple destroy their ear-drums or cause 
an infection by attempting to clear 
out the ear-wax with such objects as 
tooth-picks and hairpins, 

A common cause of ordinary deaf- 
ness is the accumulation of harden- 
ed ear-wax against the ear-drum, 
but the wisest plan for one so affected 
is to leave the ear strictly alone and 
consult a physician who can syringe 
the wax oul without endangering the 
ear drum, 

Without being the means of hear-| 
in_, the ear has several other import- 
ant posts in the body. It is also your 
balancer or your means of recogniz- 
ing if you are in a state of equili- 
brium. It is the inner ear that lets 
you know whether you are standing) 
on your head. turning around, or ly- 
ing on your side 

Deafened people do not do so well 
in high diving into water as those 
possessing the normal hearing sense. 
This is because their balancing canals 
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are also likely to be affected, and once 
under water they may not know 
which is the way to the top. They do 
have an advantage over most of us) 
in that it is very difficult for them to 
feel dizzy or seasick. In seasickness 
it is thought that the equilibrium 
finders of the inner ear become tired 
out in trying to send messages while 
the body is subject to the sudden and 
perpetual symptoms due to the veers 
of the boat. Since deafened people do 
not have such a sensitive equilibrium, 
they do not become fatigued as read- 
ily, and do not have to have two or 
three days for their “sea legs” to ar- 
rive.

The notion that this applies to 
intellectual powers but not to the 
emotions is far mé@re false than true 
Those who remain mentally fit re- 
main emotionally sensitive also. Men- 
tal vigor is of one texture. With the 
progress of years aggressiveness is 
softened, ardor chastened, sympathics 
become more tolerant; yet not if the 
rsonality sets too early and habits 
‘all in ruts that narrow the highway, 
maturity feels as well as thinks more 
wisely. 

In all this maturing the man’s role 
and the woman's take their separate 
ways; and Nature divides the rewards 
impartially. Women mature earlier 
reach the years of discretion more 
readily and are thrown more upon 
their inner resources and their in- 
fluence over others for the rewards of 
maturity. By the same token the 
feminine maturity attains at its best 


a nobler completion. Men may look 
more to what they have done, women 
to what they are, in contemplating 
the program of their lives. A: in so 
many other respects, the right atti- 
tude is to take naturally the progress 
of the years; not to have your age too 
much on your mind.

Hortense Mancini, Who Might Have Been a Queen, 


Wasted $15,000,000

We can only pity beautiful Hor- 
ae Mancini for the disasters of her 

ec. 

She has been called the greatest 
beauty of her day in Europs—she 
lived from 1646 to 1699—and she was 
its richest heiress. But, despite her 
advantages, she died in want. Her 
body was seized by her creditors, 

She was the plaything of a great 
statesman’s memeuvering’s, She was 
nicce of the great Cardinal Mazarin, 
successor to Caxtinal Richelicu as 
minister of France. Mazarin made 
her the wife, at thirteen, of the Duc 
de Mayenne, The latter had fallen 
passionately in love with the beau- 
tiful child, though there was a great 
disparity in their ages, declaring: 

“If I do not marry her I shall dic 
in three months.” 

Mazarin gave her to him on con- 
dition that he would take the name 
of Mazarin, 

The duc de Mayenne was half crazy, 
He thought himself inspired and he 
wakened his wife in the dead of night 
to describe to her visions he claimed 
to have had. He made her wretched 
for six years, when she sued for a sep- 
aration from him and took refuge for 
the time being In a nunnery, 

She was naturally wild and reckless 
apd she now gave rein to her inclina- 
tions, 

She mixed ink in the holy water 
so the nuns would blacken their faces 
when they crossed themselves, She 
brought barking dogs into the dor- 
mitories in the dead of night and 
poured water on the nuns as they 
slept.

time the king restored it. 

She was continually falling in love 
Finally, with her beauty gone, shi 
sought excitement in the pleasures © 
the bottle. This is said to have hast- 
ened her death, which. came in her 
S3rd year,

was young, Charles II, asked for he: 
hand in marriage and was refused i 
by Cardinal Mazarin, In her days o 
ill fortune she was glad to become hi:

In connection with the proposed 


Inter-city League. I would advise 
that this is not a new suggestion. 
Some five years ago a prominent 
sportsman in the city of Calgary, 
offered to put up the sum of five 
thousand dollars for the promotion 
of the seheme, The subject was 
thoroughly discussed and it was 
found that this sum was inadequate, 
The arguments used against it were, 

1—It is not financially sound and 
the promoters in Edmonton should 
be asked to show how it is to be 
done, 

2—Our players are “amateurs” 
and could not offord to lose time 
and their employers would not stand 
for it. 

3—Professionalism would have to 
be embraced, (Here the scheme goes 
on the rocks again as enough money 
could not be taken at the gate to 
pay the wages.) 

4—The ground facilities in either 
city are not adequately equipped for 
these games to be played under any 
weather conditions, Should a game 
have to be postponed after travel- 
ling it would cost too much to hold 
the team over and pay them for lost 
time, 

Seceer is the oldest established 
game in the province, Baseball tried 
this scheme and, while it was suc- 
cessful for a time, where is it to- 
day? The same remarks apply to 
hockey. Football would be in the 
same boat in three years time if 
this scheme is allowed to be put into 
effect, 


The much discussed problem of 
mid-week international games in the 
old country has been more or less 
subdued by the recent meeting of

three associations, They should not 
be allowed to use threats to offset 
the rulings laid down by the Inter- 
national Board,
